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LOGAN FLOUNDERS 


IN HIS SPEECH ON THE ADMISSION 
OF DAKOTA. 


Genator Ves! to Make a Reply to His Strictures— 
How Butler Held His Own—Mr. Mills Makes 
a Silver Speech—The Electric Light 
Business— Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, February 3.—[Special.}— 
Mr. Barnes introduced today two bills for the 
improvement of the Savannah river. One is 
for one hundred thousand dollars for the river 
between Augusta and Savannah, and the other 
for fifty thousand, for the river from Augusta 
up to Trotter’s shoals. Mr. Barnes has col- 
lected valuable information as to the possi- 
bility of the permanent and valuable improve- 
ment of the Savannah, and will make astrong 
showing for his bills. 

Colonel Norwood and Jake Dart went before 
the committee on public buildingsand grounds 
today, and explained Brunswick’s claim, for a 
public building. Mr. Norwood has introduced 
a bill, appropriating one hundred thotisand 
dollars for this purpose. The bill introduced 
by Mr. Candler for the relief of the first 
Georgia state troops was prepared and sent to 
him from Georgia, with the request that he 
present it. He did so, stating at the time that 
he did it “by request.” This is common 
courtesy, but when a member presents a paper 
with the statement that it is “by request,” it is 
understood that he does not commit himself to 
its support. 

LOGAN’S FLOUNDER. 

Jobn Logan floundered fearfully in his 
speech today favoring the admission of Dako- 
ta. He referred to Mr. Vest’s speech in a way 
which is sure tocall forareply. Vest is con- 
fined to his room, but he is too much for Lo- 
gan «ven when he is sick. 

Mr<Miils found occasion in the house this 
afternoon to deliversome very plain talk on 
the silver question. The close{attention froma 
large majority of the house and frequent ap- 
plause, shows how fully he represented the 
dominent sentiment in that body. The speech 
was one of the most taking yet made and ad- 
ded no little to the discomfort of the goldbugs, 
who now realize fully that any scheme they 
may present will be mashed to flinders in both 
houses of congress.

LAID ON THE TABLE. 


The Kepublicans Not Yet Ready to Discuss 
the President's Action, 

WASHINGTON, February 3.—The chair then 
placed before the senate the resolution submit- 
ted yesterday by Mr. Riddleberger and substi- 
tute for it the one submitted by Pugh, relating 
tothe relations between the president and the 
senate in regard to information and papers 
affecting government officers, suspended or 
appointed. 

Mr. Edmunds said that, practically, but four 
months of the sessions were left for business. 
The resolutions read embodied no practical 
questions, only moot questions; and it would 
be time enough to debate the question when it 
should become a_ practical question. He 
moved to lay the resolution on the table. 

Mr. Kiddleberger addressed the chair. 

The chair said the question was not debata- 

le. Mr. Riddleberger criticised Edmunds’ 
motion in view of the fact that he (Edmunds) 
had first debated the matter and then moved 
to shutoff the debate. He asked that he might 
be allowed to answer Edmunds’ remarks. 

Mr. Hale asked that Riddleberger might 
have unanimous consent to make his remarks. 

Mr. Nan Wyck thought he (Riddleberger) 
should be allowed to proceed in order and he 
would so move, if in order.’ 

The chair said the motion would not be in 
order at this time. 

By unanimousconsent Mr. Riddleberger was 
allowed to proceed. He did not object to the 
first three sections of Mr. Pugh’s resolution. 
If these were now introduced as substitutes 
for his (Riddleberger’s) resolution he would 
acceptthem. But when it came to the remain- 
ing sections, he differed with Mr. Pugh. His 
(Riddleberger’s) resolutions merely involved 
two propositions,namely: That we had noright 
to require from the president his reasons for re- 
movals or suspensions of officers, but had the 
right to demand of him any reasons or papers 
or proofs going to question the appointments. 
The rest of Pugh’s resolution to “public policy, 
aod Riddleberger says there was no necessity 

or. 

Mr. Pugh professed ignorance of parliamen- 
tary law, but inquired of the chair if the ob- 
ject of the motion tolayon the was to 
cut off debate. 

The Chair—It has that effect. Further than 
that the chair cannot express an opinion. 

Mr. Pugh—I never would have offered the 
resolution if the question had not been pre- 
sentcd by a leading republican. 

Mr. Conger—I rise to a point of order. 

Mr. Pugh—My resolution was merely re- 
sponsive to the affirmative action, as [ under- 
stood, on the part of a republican senator. 

The Chair—The senator from Alabama will 
pause amoment, The senator from Michigan 
(Conger) rises to a point of order. 

Mr. Conger—I make this point of order; that 
if this question is to be open to debate by one 
senator, it must be open to all. If it ig not 
to be open to all, I object to any further discus- 
sion on the subject. I have some remarks to 
make myself, 

Mr. Pugh—As a motion has been made to lay 
this resolution on the table, and as the motive 
and purpose of the motion are manifest, I 
bave no objection to that motion prevailing. 

Mr. Riddicberger had no objection, if there 
were bo “prefatory” remarks. 

Mr. Cock rell— Vote, vote. 

The motion to lay on the table was then 
agreed to, only one voice being heard 1n the 
negative, 3 

After further unimportant business, Mr. 
Riddleberger then rose and again called up 
the resolution that had a few minutes since, 
becn laid on the table. He said that the sena- 
tor from Kansas, (Ingalls,) had yesterday given 
notice that he would today move to refer that 
resolution to a committee. He moved that it 
- rite, from the table to permit of that dis- 

OSTION, 

The motion was agreed to without debate, 
ad the resolution was again placed before the 
Senate. After a pause, no motion being made, 
the chair inquired of Mr. Riddleberger wheth- 
er his motion was to refer the resolution to a 
committee? 

Mr. Riddleberger said he had nothing to do 
With the motion to refer. He had called up 
the resolution so that the senator from Kansas 
{nealis) ‘ould move accenting to his notice. 

r. Riddleberger criticised the course of “a 
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senator whose voice is too oppressed to be 
beard except by himself; who first makes a 
speech and then moves an undebateable mo- 
tion.”” I don’t mind being run over by rail- 
road trains,’ continued Mr. Riddleberger, 
“but I don’t like being mashed by a wheel- 
barrow. [Great laughter. ] 

On motion of Mr. Morrlil the resolution 
was then, without debate, referred to the 
committee on privileges and elections. 

ON THE CALENDAR. 

The senate then proceeded to the consider- 
ation of bill on the calendar ander the An- 
thony, or, “five minute” rule. Among the 
bills passed Were the following: 

A bill for the relief of the Masonic hall 
company of Atlanta, Ga.; J. A. Henry, Mrs. 
M. J. Donahoe, Mrs. J. P. Williams and,other 
citizens of the southern states. The bill ap- 
propriates money for the payment of the 
claims of the parties named for supplies taken 
by thegunion troops between the time of the 
cessation of hostilities in the field in the late 
war, and the period fixed by th® supreme 
court as the time when the war technically 
ceased, 

THe DAKOTA BILE. 


At 2 o’cleek the Dakota bill was placed be- 
fore the senate, and Mr. Logan took the floor. 
Observing the sparse attendauce in the cham- 
ber, Mr. Logan premised by observing that it 
was very encouraging to observe how little in- 
terest was taken in either side of the chamber 
on the great question of the admission of a 
new statetothe nuion. He differed materi- 
allv. he said, with the senator from South 
Carclina, (Butler) andthe senator from Mis- 
scuri( Vest) inregard tothe question under 
consideration. 
necessary in order to the admission of a _ ter- 
ritory as a state into the union. These condi- 
tions had varied in the past, in the cases of 
such admission. Two lines of precedent had 
been followed by congress, either of which 
will now be followed; one, that of a prelimi- 
nary “enabling’’ act by congress; the other, 
the recognition of the existence of all the 
neccssary conditions of popula- 
tion, area, resources and per- 
manent development inthe territory making 
application. The conditions referred to were 
conceded by ail to exist in the case under 
consideration. Mr Logan regretted the ab- 
sence from the chamber at this time of Vest 
and Butler. 

Mr. Cockrell said his colleague (Vest) was 
confined to bed by sickness. 

Mr. Logan expressed his regret at Mr. Vest’s 
sickness. Going directly to the argument of 
the objections by Messrs. Butler and Vest, Mr. 
Logan said that fourteen states had been ad- 
mitted under the force of “enabling” acts and 
eleven states without enabling acts. Congress 
therefore was free to adopt either course, ac- 
cording to circumstances which, in each Case, 
might seem best adapted to the public good. 

Mr. Logan asked what was the substantial 
objection to the admission. By reading a par- 
agraph from Mr. Butler’s speech we might get 
a glimpee, at least, a shadow of the real objec- 
tion. The meaning of the objection was that 
if Dakota were admitted it would add three 
electoral votes to the republican strength at 
the next presidential election. He inquired 
of Mr. Butler (who had meanwhile entered, ) 
whether that was the point? 

Mr. Butler denied it and said he had al- 
ready declared that even if the political com- 
plexion of Dakota were democratic, he would 
have felt obliged to oppose its admission, un- 
der the present aspect of its application. If 
Dakota came here under an enabling act, and 
had complied with the conditions required by 
the act, he would not oppose its admission. 
But even in that case,he would not vote for the 
acmission, if the so called action of territory 
was not the bona fiide action of the people,but 
of a small political clique. 

Dakota, Mr. Logan said, had 261,000 people 
and had polled 57,000 votes. South Carolina 
had 700,000 peopie, and only voted 100) 
votes, 

Mr. Putler corrected Mr. 
Csrolinn bad 1.000.000 of population, 

Mr. Logan admitted the errer. but still in- 
sisted that there was something wrong some- 
where, when Dakota polled so many votes rel- 
atively to the vote of South Carolina. ‘True, 
only 31,000 votes were cast by Dakota on the 
election for the new constitut- 
jon, but that was because the 
democrats of Dakota, under the direction of 
the democratic committee, had not participated 
in the election. 

Mr. Butler asked what that had to do with 
the guestion under debate. South Carolina 
was not applying for admission into the 
union, 

Mr. Logan admitted this. 

Mr. Butler thought Logan’s remarks, there- 
fore, asapylicable as if Kamchatka was apply- 
ing for admission. 

Mr. Logan—That is the opinion of the sen 
ater. Thesenator had said South Carolina was 
in the union. “So she is,”’ said Logan, ‘and I 
say she has never been out.” 

Mr. Butler—I am glad to hear the senator 
cay that. 

Mr. Logan said his references were more in 
solrow than in anger, but he could not forbear 
se ying that it was not “north of the line” that 
bitterness was found or injustice inculcated. 
It was not north of the line that it was sought 
to deprive the people of their votes. The ob- 
jection to Dakota was the part ofagreat scheme 
to keep out the republican states till the 
democratic states could -be brought in 
alto. That was a repetition of the old 
principle of the “slave and free” 
states. Mr. Logan read from the Charleston 
News and Courier an article advocating the 
enactment of a property qualification for vot- 
ing. There, he said, was a proposition to de- 
prive the mass of the people of the right of 
suffrage. “The senator from South Carolina 
laughs,” said Logan. “I don’t see why you 
should not Jaugh, because that is the only way 
you are going to control that country aftera 
while. The start of the democracy had been 
in South Carolina.” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Butler, ‘while the distin- 
guished senator from Illinois (Logan) was the 
leader of that party.” 

“Not the leader,’ replied Logan. “I wasa 
follower, and I fellowed so far behind that I 
got left.” (Great laughter and applause in the 
galleries.) The attemptto keep out Dakota 
Logan characterized as part of a great scheme 
to keep out the states that sent republicans vo 
congress. 

Mr. Morgan opposed the admission of Dakota 
under the present condition, He thought the 
senate was asked to admit a new state merely 
for the purpose of admitting the oflice holders 
that had been sent here. The patriotism that 
had been s0 much referred to had in it a strong 
flavor of self interest. The speaker criticized 
the action of south Dakota in undertaking to 
divide the territory on its own account. That 
territory, a8 a whole, was a legal enti- 

y: He compared tho small _— states 
with the great— Delaware with New York —to 
show the greater proportional inflnence of a 
wide territorial area for a state in union. He 
oppesed the division of the territory, and sai: 
the people of Dakota,as a whole,als» opposed it. 
The constitution brought bere did not come 
frem the people, and it created laws of con- 
gress by disrupting the territory. There was 
no case in our history like Dakota. Wieu the 
former territories bad been divided, they nad 
been divided by a vote of a people of one-hilf 
the territory. Mr. Morgan would like to se 
Dakota admitted in thecentennial year of che 
adoption of the United States constitut‘o .

= THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Millis Makes a Speech on the Silver 
Qu on. 

WASHINGTON, February 3.—Mr. Blann from 
the committee on coinage, weights and meas- 
ures, desired to report back a resolution offer- 
ed by bim Monday last, calling on the secre- 
tary of the treasury for certain information 
relative to the silver circulation. 

Mr. Morrison, stating that he wished to ex- 
amine the resolution, made the poiut that it 
was not accompanied by a report as required 
by the rules. Mr. Bland withdrew the reso- 
lution for the present. : 

Mr. Robertson, of Kentucky, from the com- 
mittee on expenditures in the war department, 
reported back a resolution instructing that com- 
mittee to inquire into the alleged violation by 
the civil service bureau, of the statute ‘which 
prohibits an appropriation for one object being 
used for any other. Adopted. 

Mr. Bland, having prepared a short!report,again 
submitted a preamble and resolution which, 
as amended by the committee, quotes at great- 
er length from the speech of Mr. Cox, of the 
New York clearing house, at the bankers’ con- 
vention at Chicago, and concludes the request 
for information with the following clause: 

Also what amount of the interest bearing debt is 
now subject to call, and will the same licy be 
pursued in payment of silver thereon and on other 
public dues in the future as in the past. 

Mr. Morrison would pot objectgto the resolu- 
tion, but thought that 1t went to far in asking 
what was to be the policy of the treasury de- 
partment. 

The debate having indicated the only way 
to get rid of the last clause was by recommit- 
ting the resolution, with instructions to the 
committee tostrike it out. 

Mr. Hewett aecordingly moved to recommit 
the resolution, with instructions to the com- 
mittee to strike out that portion which asked 
the secretary of the treasuy to define the 
policy of the administration. 

The motion to recommit, with instructions, 
was lost—yeas 88, nays 168, and the resolution 
was adopted. 

Mr. Brady, of Virginia, rising to a question 
of personal privilege, again endeavored to reply 
to the speech of Mr. Wise, of Virginia, made 
by that gentlemen in response to Mr. Boutelle, 
of Maine, but he was again unsuccessful. 

‘The house resolved itself into committee on 
the bill relating to the taxation of the fraction- 
al parts ofa gallon of distilled spirits. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, offered an amendment 
providing that all taxes imposed by this act 
shall be paid in standard silver coin, and using 
this amendment asa text he addressed the 
committee upon the entire silver question in 
favor of free coinage. 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, briefly discussed 
the provisions of the pending bill, and opposed 
it as being disadvantageous to the distilling 
interests of Ohio. Without action the com- 
mittee rose and the house at 5:15 adjourned,

THE CiVIL SERVICE. 


Commission Meets the Committee and 
Interchange Views. 

WASHINGTON, February The civil ser- 
vice commissioners today had an informalcon 
ference with the house committee on reform 
in the civil service,in which they discussed a 
number of details connected with the civil 
service. In reply to questions as to whether 
it were not practicableto classify government 
employes by work rather than by salaries, 
the cemmissioners said that while it was 
practicable, classification by salaries seemed to 
them the better plan. They favored the ap- 
pointment of a commission to rearrange 
the classification and salaries of department 
employes, «and cited instances where 
the same work was paid for at diiferent rates 
in different dcepartments. In reply to Mr. 
Blanchard, of Lowisiana, the commissioners 
eaid they thought it would require an amend- 
ment tothe civil service law to allow the com- 
mission in making appointments to take into 
consideration the number of employes already 
in oflice from the various states. They did not 
consider such an ameudment wise, however, 
as it would tend render the 
whole civil service system unpopular with the 
north and west, because under it the south 
would gct nearly all the offices, and thus 
open up the sectional question. Under the 
lawthe south was now getting its share of 
oflices, and would in time have its proportion 
of offices. The commissioners did not think 
it wise to do anything which would make the 
iaw unpopular in the north, where its strength 
now principally lies, 
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The President 
WASHINGTON, February °.—The Star says 
that Senators Edmunds and Pugh called upon 
the president in relation to the appointment of 
Judge Merrick upon the district bench, and 
advised him of the sentiment existing in the 
committee against an appointment on the 
United States bench of men whose age would 
soon fit them for retirement. The president 
merely said that Judge Merrick had given sat- 
isfaction, and did not indicate whether or not 
he considered his age an objection.

tee gave out information this evening that an 
agreement has been reached, and that a report 
will be submitted to the respective caucusses to- 
morrow morning for ratification, and afterward 
to the state. Matters agreed upon refer more 
especially to the conduct of the investigation 
of the Cincinnati senatorial cases, with other 
questions reserved for subsequent considera- 
tion by the committee and the senate. Itis 
expected that investigating committees will 
be institutcd and enter on its duties the first 
of next week.

Mount PLEASANT, Pa., February }.——A train 
of eight emigrant ceaches, containing ninety 
imported Jaborers, left Connelisville at mid- 
night. Delegations were dropped at Summit 
and Valley, and the remainde: brought to 
Standard. They were met by a police escort, 
and part of them putin a house, while the re- 
mainder occupied coaches for the night. No 
one was allowed to gonear them. Reports re- 
ceived at noon today from the Standard works 
indicate that the foreign importation has al- 
ready gone on a strike. The striking Hunga- 
riats captured some of the people, and so im- 
pressed them with the eXisting troubles that 
they have refused to dig coal.

‘Lhe weavers in four cotton mills there have 
quit work, and today they engaged in a riotous 
demonstration. A force of gendarmes finally 
succeeded in dispersing the mob.

THE FALLING SNOW. 


Snow Storm of the 


Season. 

WASHINGTON, February 3.—The snow be- 
gan Yalling here about three o'clock this morn- 
ing, and this evening the depthat that hour 
ranges from eight inches on the level and shel- 
tered spots to drifts of enormous size, 

The heaviest snow of the season fell in 
Staunton today. At five o'clock, when it 
stopped snowing, the ground was covered to 
an average depth of eighteen inches. All the 
trains are delayed. 

In Harrisonburg, Va., the 
storm since 1857 began at one o'clock this 
morning, and continued all day in blinding 
clouds. Itis now eighteen inches deep on a 
level, and drifted from six to ten teet. Travel 
onthe country roads is almost impossible. 
West-bound trains were two hours late. The 
meicury is twelve degrees above zero. 

The severest snow storm for several years 
prevailed in Richmond all day. The thermom- 
eter bas fallen twenty-two degrees inthe last 
twenty-four hours. The six twenty northern 
train on the Richmond, Fredemcksburg Poto- 
mac railroad is delayed. 

THE SNOW IN TENNESSEE. 

{NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 5.—The storm 
cj yesterday and last night was one of the se- 
verest ever experienced in this state. The 
storm continued uneeasingly from daylight 
Tueseay till daylight today, fully twenty- 
four hours, and prevailed throughout the 
state.

re last night on the St, Louis division is 
cnewbound at Guthrie, Kentucky. On the 
Nashville and Northwestern railroad, all the 
trains, both passenger and freight. have been 

pdened. The train leaving hero last night 
is snow bound at Waverly. The Chattanooga 
train, due here at 6:30 a. m., arrived at 1:50 
o'clock, This is the only train that has ar- 
rixgd or departed on this road today. The 
heaviest snow was found at Tullahoma, from 
which place the train left at 5 a,m. The 
engine was carried under the snow up to the 
stcam chest allthe way. The snow at Martin 
was reported to be twenty-two inches dee). 
No traips are running toor from that place. 
In various parts of West Tennessee it was re- 
ported to be from twenty-two to thirty inches 
dcep, but no serious damage was done. This 
is tbe first time there has ever been a general 
bicekade on the Tennessee roads.

THE HEADLESS MAN. 


Positively Identified as Being the Missing 
, Arnold. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 3.—/Special.] 
The veil of mystery which has long enveloped 
the foulest and most remar erime chron- 
cled in the annals of the state has been lifted, 
andit onJy remains to close the chapter of 
investigations with the formality and precision. 
The jury gathered in the leng ante room of the 
undertaking establishment where the re- 
mains of the . victim had been 
embalmed. The doors were closed, 
and only the officials of the court and repre- 
sentatives of the press were present t0 witness 
the final scenes. The front door was besieged 
with whites and blacks, standing knee d in 
snow drifts, pressed close against the windows 
aud eagerly watched the movements within. 
The back yard was also crowded and the nar- 
row hatchway leading to the door was strained 
to its utmost capacity by the sensation lovin 
gamins, who peered through the glass jamat 
doorway upon the mutilated remains. It 
seemed that the morbid love of the tragic was 
excited to abnormal intensity, for men of all 
giades,from the portly merckant to thinly 
clad children of the town, clustered and 
pushed and watched and waited around with 
an utter disregard of the lapse of time or the 
severity of the weather to which they were 
exposed. 


THE JURY AT WORK. 

Punctually at 3 o'clock the jury ranged 
themselves arong the long board upon which 
rested in awful significance, the head of the 
murdered man. The member was well pre- 
served, considering ‘the fact that‘it had been 
severed from the body over eleven weeks. 
The eyes were gone, the skin was smooth over 
the forehead, drawn close over the cheek 
bones, the jaws sunken, the nose flattened, the 
lips larcerated and torn back from rows of 
giisteping teeth, which were in bold relief. 
The hair was natural, though back of the ear 
clotted, and exposing a sight of the skull. By 
direction of Judge Allenand Attorney-General 
Washington and the request of Coroner Snyder, 
Dr. W. C. Cook, county health officer, in. be- 
half of the state, conducted the autopsy. 

IDENTIFYING THE HEAD. 

Before the body was examined a number of 
persons were sent forto identify the head. 
The first witness was Trustee Sneed. Ad- 
vancing to witbin five feet of the head, he 
lcoked at it a moment and then said in a posi- 
tive tone: 

*T recognize the head as that of Frank Ar- 
nold. I swear to his identity.” 

Constable Bob Marshall, J. D. Chickering, 
ltobert Chickering, Ben Hadley, Elias Napier 
and several others testified to the same faet. 
J. D.Cary isthe man in whose presence Ben 
Brown says the two promissary notes were 
made on the 10th of November, by Frank Ar- 
no!d to Ben Brown. Ben said that on that 
Cay he and Arnold went to Cary’s oflice and 
there the writing occurred. When shown the 
heed yesterday, Cary examined it closely, and 
said that he was certain tliat it was not that of 
the man who came to his office with Ben 
Brown on November 10th., and passed himself 
ofas Frank Arnold. This testimony indi- 
cates that even after Arnold had been killed, 
that Brown took his confederate to Cary's of- 
fice, and there passed him offas Brown and 
bad the notes made. 

WHO. IS THE MISSING MAN ? 

The question arises who was the man who 
was called Arnold? Cary said he was not 
certain that he would recognize him were he to 
sce him again. After the testimony was con- 
cluded Dr. Cook made a thorough examination 
of the head and other portions of the body. 
tie iound that the skull had been fractured, 
the lips had been badly bruised, as had the 
nese. It wit be remembered that Bill Brown 
said that Ben had broken Arnold’s skull with 
an iron spike as he lay on the ground. There 
were two heles in the neck just above the 
wind pipe, which Dr. Cook said were stabs. 
Lither of these wounds would have produced 
cdiath, Large bruises were found on the chest 
of the murdered man. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury, after the autopsy was concluded, 
returned, and in half hour made their verdict. 
The deceased had come to his death by a blow 
upon the head, breaking the skull, inflicted by 
Eeu Brown and other parties, which was sub- 
stantially the same verdict as that rendered 
the other day.

Bank President Pleads Not 
Guilty.

ADMITTED TO BAIL. 

Judge Cawing fixed bail at $10,000, which 
wes furnished a few hours later by K. Rogers 
Lockwood, vice-president of the Long Island 
railroad, who lives in Brooklyn, and is owner 
of the John D. Lock estate, at Whitestone, L. 
I. Roberts is charged with having hypothe- 
cated in thiscity $145,000 worth of bonds of 
the Georgetown and Lane railroad company. 
These bonds were deposited in the bank of 
which Roberts was president by the Bethle- 
hem Iron company, of Pennsylvania. The 
bauk failed in January, 18*5. Early in April 
jast, efforts were made to have Roberts extra- 
cited to thiseity just after the indictment 
against bim was presented. 

FIGHTS THE REQUISITION. 

Detective Reilly went to Augustato bring 
the ex-president here, but no sooner had he 
reached that city than he was prevented from 
executing bis orders by habeus corpus pro- 
ceedings, brought successively in three differ- 
cnt courts. These proceedings took up much 
time, but each failed in its purpose, and Rob- 
erts grew despondent. His friends made a 
last effort to save him by endeavoring to bring 
the matter before the supreme court of the 
United States. 

ROBERTS GROWS DESPERATE. 

About this time Roberts madean attempt to 
end his earthly troubles by cutting his throat. 
When he had recovered Detective Reilly 
promptly took possession of him, the United 
States supreme court sitting in Washington 
baving refused to further delay the trial. Gov- 
ernor Hill had requested that the supreme 
ccurt look into the matter, and it was princi- 
pally for this reason that ‘the court consented 
to listen to arguments regarding the case, but 
it issued an order decreeing that the extradi- 
tion order be carried into effect. Roberts is 
sixty years old, but his troubles have given 
him the appearance of being much older. Hits

EDISON SCORES ANOTHER 


Messages Transmitted and Received in a 
Moving Railway Train. 

Niw York, February 3.—A number of well 
known gentlemen went down to Staten Island 
today to witness the workings of Edison’s new 
invention for telegraphing from moving rail- 
wavy trains. The test was made on a train of 
the Staten Island Rapid Transit road. Several 
messages were sent and received while the 
train was in motion. It is claimed that the 
results were very satisfactory. 

Among those onthe train were Governor 
Leland Stanford, of California: Vice President 
Sekes. of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road: David Dows, vice president of the Rock 
Island railroad: Stuyvesant Fish, vice presi- 
dent of the Lilinois Central, and Thos. Edison. 

A battery was inone of the passenger cars 
with a ground wire connecting with the axle 
of the wheelsand the track. The other wire 
connected with the tin roof of the car. The 
car roofs were connected by an insulated wire. 
The common electric magnet, worked by s 
Morse key, was used. From the car roofs the 
messages were transmitted, by~ induction, to 
the permanent wires onthe poles along the 
line of the railroad, a distance of twenty-five 
to thirty-five feet. Messages were sent to and 
from New York and other points with perfect 
facility while the train was running at thirty 
miles2n hour. Mr. Edison said the new wonder 
in telegraph would be introduced at once on 
the Illinois Central railroad.

The farmers having succeeded in adjusting 
matters are now at home working like bea/ 
versto secure a bountiful harvest for next 
season, A good crop year will set them straight 
end once again business of all kinds will re- 
eeive an impetus, the like of which wgs never 
known before, and peace, plenty and prosperi- 
ty will be the reward of the thrift and seif- 
eacreficing economy of thetillers of the soil. 

It has got so now that the farmer's paper is 
above par. The reason is 
that so few fail to meet their 
obligations when you come to compare them 
with other trades and professions, 

The failure of a good many mercantile firms 
is not justly attributable to the failure of the 
farmers in paying their debts. Itis rather at- 
tributable to their unselfish economy in pay- 
ing old debts rather than purchase new 
goods. Forthis reason the merchant went 
under. He, of course had his stock laid in as 
usual, there were no buyers, and the business 
simply failed.

‘(ho Bell telephone company through news- 
popers hascommenced a bitter war upon At- 
to.ucy-General Garland, Senator Harris, of 
Tenuer see and other well known southern men 
who were stockholders in the Pan Flectric 
telephone company, the owners of the first 
telephone everinvented. The success of the 
Pan E'cctric telephone company would drive 
out of cxistence the Bell company, which his 
made its millions of dollars under a frandu- 
lent patent, The Pan company would reduce 
the cost of telephones to one-half, one-third, 
or perhaps one-quarter the price charged by 
Beli, and still make a large profit. The fol- 
lowing article is from the New York World: 

To fully understaud the interest which At- 
torney General Garland had in breaking 
down the Bell patent it will be necessary to 
recapitulate alittle. 

‘First—There was his $500,000 stock in the 
Pan Telephone company—one-tenth of the 
whole company was his, Then there is the 
$40,COO;0CO capital stock of the license compa- 
nies, of which 40 per cent, or $16,0.))00) be- 
longs tothe Pan company—of this one tent. 
or $1¢(6.000, belongs to Attorney-General 
Garland. Lut that is not all, nor cvena small 
part of what would result from the breaking 
down oi the Bell patents. In that event there 
weuld not be eigbt, but at least fifty compa- 
nies, With capital stocks averaging 35,000,009 
each, that would seek licenses from the Pan 
Electric company. Two huadred and fifty 
mijlions of dollars is an exceadingly 
small estimate of the a nount at 
which the companies using the Puan 
Electric telephones would be capitilized if the 
Pell patent was invalidated. Forty per cent, 
or 2100 00.000, of this stock would belong to 
the l’an conipany—one-tenth of that, or $10,- 
OCO.C00, would be the property of Attorney- 
General Garland. Paying only 5 per cent 
and this is a small allowance—he would have 
an inccn e of over 3500,000, without being out 
one dollar 

There was another potent reason. The laws 
of the cofintry are particularly severe upon bo- 
gus corporations which obtain money without 
giving an equivalent, and though corporations 
are without souls or bodies, the men who com- 
pose them are not, and hence, unless the Bell 
patents could be broken down and declared in- 
valid, the men who had invested their money 
in the (0 per cent of the local companics which 
bad been licensed by the Pan company, which 
had paid bonuses, built plants, bought tele- 
phones which were without value, wonld be 
apt to call upon the parties who had induced 
and profited by these expenditures, made upon 
false statements as to law and facts, to make 
good the losses... 

There was ruin, both in fortune and fame, 
upon the one side and almost unbounded 
wealth upon the other. It was worth stretch- 
ing the law and power of the government to 
secure the oneand prevent the other. 

The list of the names of the leading stock- 
holders and officers in this company reads 
almost like a page from the Blue Book:

Robert Klotz, ex-M, C., Pennsylvania. 

Eli J. Henkle, ex-M. C., Maryland. 

Casey \oung, ex-M. C., Tennessee. 

Mr. Upshur, chief clerk, Indian bureau. 

frank Armstrong, Indian inspector. 

John G. Brown, ex-governor Tennessee. 

The Pan Electric telephone company has 
$5,000,000 capital stock, divided into shares of 
$1,000 each; these shares were held originally 
by the following named persons: J. E. John- 
ston, $500,000; Isham G. Harris, $500,000; A. 
H. Garland, $500,000; Casey Young, $500,000; 
J. D. C. Atkins, $500,000; J. Harris Rogers, 
$2,000. 000; the company, $500,000. 

It will be observed that these five gentle- 
men each held one-tenth of the stock, but 
knowing the vagaries of inventors, they re- 
quired that another tenth, making a majority, 
shou!d be put under their control, so that they 
could have the business in their own hands, 
This 7560.000 worth of company stock belong- 
ed to the bolders of the other shares in pro- 
portion totheir holdings, but was controlled 
by the directors. 

The beard of directors of the company was 
composed of Joseph E. Johnston, Isham G. 
Harris, A. H. Garland, Casey Young, J.D. C. 
Atkins and J. Harris Rogers. The officers 
were: Joseph E. Johnston, president: Isham 
G. Harris, vice president; Casey Young, secre- 
tary and treasurer; A. H. Garland, attorney. 

The company was chartered by the state of 
Tennessee, with its principal office in Mem- 
phis and another in Washington city. Under 
the laws of that state as to corporations, all 
that was necessary to be paid in of the five 
millions capital stock was the fee to the secre- 
tary of state for using his seal, amounting in 
this case to $4.50. 

In November, 1883, the directors determined 
to issue licenses to local companies, that is, sell 
territory in which the Pan Electric instruments 
were to be used. 

The terms upon which these sales were to be 
made were agreed upon and are as follows: 
*‘Foity per cent of the capital stock of the com- 
pany to be held by the Pan company, all instru- 
ments to be furnished by the Pan company at a 
Stated price. A royalty of $10 per annum to be 
paid by the local company on each instrument; 
a bonus iu cash {o be paid by each local com- 


any. 

Under these conditions eight local companies 
were formed. One for Pennsylvania, with the 
Hon. Robert Klotz, formerly in congress, as 
the principal promoter. General Frank Arm- 
strong, now Indian inspector, being the secre- 
tary; one in Baltimore, the Hon. Eli J. J. 
Hankle, formerly in congress, being the pro- 
moter, to which the states of Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia were sold; 
one in St, Louis for Missouri; one in Wisconsin; 
ons in Tennessae; onein Alabama, of which 
General Upshur, now chief ofthe Indian bu- 
reau, was the promoter; one in Texas and one 
in Louisiana, The two first named companies 
were not required to pay any bonus, but in all 
their contractsthe Pancompany agreed to 
defend its patents at its own expense. 

When the first local company paid its bonus 
of $10,000, the directors proceeded to pay back 
the sums expended by themselves inJpaying for 
ape ex; eriments, etc. This amounted to 

275 for each of the five, showing that of the 
$5,000,000 capital stock there never was paid 
in but 31,375, being a little more than one- 
fortieth of 1 per cent. 

After this money was paid back the direc- 
tors next preceeded to divide the remainder 
of the $10,000 as a dividend to the stockhold- 
ers, the amount received by each holder of 
one-tenth of the stock being a little less than 


JUV. 

The $560,000 of the company stock had in 
the mean time been partially distributed, one 
hundred shares going to ex-Governor John C. 
Brown, of Tennessee, now resident in St.Louis, 
dan principal attorney for what is known as 
“the Gould system of southwestern railways.” 
Other sums were given or sold to other parties, 
having or supposed to have either local or na- 
tional influence. Senators Vest, of Missouri, 
and Vance, of North Carolina, each getting a 
Portion. 

At the beginning of the first session of the 
forty-eighth congress a brother of Senator 
Vance, Mr. B. B. Vance, then a representative 
from North Carolina, introduced a bill in the 

ouse of representatives giving the attorney 
£eneral power to we 3 suit upon application 
to vacate patents. This bill was referred to a 
committee, which reported in favor of its pas- 
Sage, saying in its report that since 1839 the 
attorney general had not been with 
this power. The bill passed the house of rep-

President Cleveland and His Party. 

The fight between the president and the 
senate is inevitable. The republicans have 
been determined from the first on making 
this fight. They have simply played for 
vantage points and have been ready to 
throw off the mask of peace whenever delay 
and diplomacy had don@their perfect work. 
All appointments made by.the president 
to fill vacancies cansed by death or 
resignation have been promptly confirmed. 
All appointments that followed removals 
have been laid aside. These have accum- 
ulated and the fight will open whenever 
they are touched, 

The small pretext under which the re- 
publican senators begin hostiilties will de- 
ceive no one. The demand that the presi- 
dent furnish reasons for the removal of every 
official whose head is smacked off, is in- 
sulting and absurd. The right of removal 
goes with the right of appointment. Both 
are presidential functions. Both were 
handed to President Cleveland when he 
assumed office, and both he must transmit 
unimpaired to his sunecessors. With the 
removal of an official the senate has nothing 
whatever todo. It is the duty of the senate 
to review certain appointments and confirm 
or reject them. For papers relating to the 
fitness of appointees who come under its 
review, the senate might ask and the presi- 
dent would doubtless furnish. But for 
papers connected with the removal of an 
official the senate has nothing whatever to 
do. 

The whole purpose of the fight is to rob 
the democratic party of the fruits of its 
victory and to keep republicans in office. 
No rule is sounder or more just than that 
the party responsible for the administration 
of affairs should have the right to fill the 
ofilces. Otherwise there can be no just re 
sponsibility. When the people voted for a 
change of parties they voted for a clearing 
out of the rat-holes of the government.

The Public Debt. 

The public debt was reduced last month 
over eight and a half millions, bringing the 
decrease of the fiscal year—seven months of 
it—up to a little over fifty millions. This is 
seven millions better than the decrease of 
the corresponding seven months of last year. 
The improved condition of the treasury has 
not begun to show in reductions of the in- 
terest bearing debt, but as a bond call ma- 
tured on the first day of this month, the 
February statement will show a handsome 
reduction in that direction. In the January 
statement reductions take the shape of an 
increased amount of cash, and the payment 
of acerued interest, and the redemption of 
silver certificates. 

During the past month the gold fand suf- 
fered a loss of $2,000,000, but it is still $14,- 
000,000 above the amount held one year ago. 
The amount on hand is $251,371,562. The 
net gold on hand foots up $136,000, 000—a 
gain of $21,000,000 in the course of a year.

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A STORM IN THE SAN JUAN. 


A Remarkable Phenemena Witnessed on 
the San Miguel River.

The clouds |] 
epone of Seeing in the west had in the mean- 
time come rolling up and accumulating 
in size and density, also becoming darkerand more 
heavily charged with electric ity. Thunder rol led 
and lightning flashes played above and below, and 
it seemed as ifall Heaven’s artillery was concen- 
trated atthis particular point. Instead of rising 
high in mid air the clouds rose just high enough to

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LEADERS IN CONGRESS, | ‘Telia Th 
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THE PHOMINENT LEGISLATORS OF 
TODAY AND OTHER DAYS. 
Comparative Strens' Of the Two Parties in Both 
Houses—Edmn¢s, Evarteand Logan, Carlisle, 
Morrison 2nd Sandal. ‘Teller, Hawley 
and Voorsees, Hale and Others. 


There has not been a time in many years 
when both-houses of Congress contained so few 
pre-eminent and acknowledged leaders as at 
present oceupy *¢ats therein. In the senate 
the democra’ic:ide is the weakest in this re- 
spect, while in the house the 
republicans suffer most by 
the comparison. If these con- 
ditions were exactly reversed 
it would perhaps more nearly 
equalize matters in a politica] 
sense, for as the case now 
stands it is the minority side 
in each house that is weakest .. .. i 
in leadership, and there is no- — a oo 
thing that more closely resembles a forlorn 
hope in a legisiative body than a minority in- 
adequately led. The majority, with a friendly 
presiding officer, will generally pull through in 
the face of a deficiency of commanding leader- 
ship, and the minority, possessing strong, able 


leaders, will be able to hold them pretty level.’ 


The question of leadership in a legisla- 
tive or deliberative’ body is’ one that 
cannot well be settled by caucus agree- 
ment. It settles itself. The man who possesses 
the tact, the ability and the other gifts of 

nature wLich constitute the 
leader will gradually ais to 
the front and be recognized, 
no matter who else may be 
striving for the position. In 
the last congress ex-Speaker 
Keifer assumed that his 
prominence and the usages of 
the past would place him in 
the van upon the floor 
thorgh wholly detiment in the aualities ofa 
leader, but Mr. Reed soon came to be rec- 
ognized by the republicans as their best 
spokesman, poorly as he filled the shoes ef 
Blaine and Garfield. 

Ne question ever existed as to the leader- 
ship of Adams, Webster, Clay, Calhoun, Dou- 
glas, Stephens, Thurman and Blaine when 
they were in congress. There is a fine engray- 
ing still extant, entitled “The United States 
senate in 1850,”’ It represents 
Henry Clay in his famous attitude, ad- 
dressing the senate on the 
compromise measures. Mil- 
lard Fillmore is in the chair: 
among the attentive listeners 
are Calhoun, Benton, Web- 
ster, Douglas, Prentiss anda 
host of others whose names 
are familiar in the history of 
that time. They areall men 
who adorn the past of con- 
gressional history, and 
brought tothe discharge of their duties un- 
usval abilities. Since that time there has been 
no occasion when so worthy a group could be 
photographed from asingle sitting of the sen- 
ate. The tendency has been rather downward 
ever since, aud not long ago we had a carpet- 
bagger in the place of Calhoun and a third- 
class lawyer in the seat of Webster. It does 
not fellow on account of some degeneracy 
in the halls of congress during

He has been in several 
congresses the leader of his @ 
party, and during the years 8#Luonr, w, 
following the war was a tower of strength in 
opposing legislation to which the party senti- 
ment was inimical, notably the famous 
“force bill,” against which he filbuster- 
ed night and day for several days, 
until it was finally lost. But the tariff 
question, Upon which he 
differs with the majority of 
his party, has lost him in a 
measure the commanding po- 
sition heretofore Soccupied. 
Mr. Randall has the advant- 
age-of Morrison as a speaker. 
Though by no means an elo- 
quent man, he is ready, ag- 
gressi perfect master of all the arts 
of parliamentary fighting. His personal char- 
acteristics are notable in the possession of a 
face whose features are the delineation of his 
whole character—firmness, dignity and intel-

HOW THE WORK WILT. BE DONE. 

When the convention had adjourned the Const!- 
TUTION had a short talk with Secretary F. K. Hu- 
ger — some of the detailsof the proposed work. 

Said Mr. Huger: ‘‘The work of changing the 
gauge will commence at3:30 a. m.,and by 4p. m., 
it is comtemplated that the undertaking will be ac- 
accomplished. There will be am average of three 
to “our men to every mile of track. Spikes will be 
driven in the crossties three inches on the inside of 
the rail that is to be moved, previous to the date of 
the change, so that on the day of the change 
the rail can raised up, and pressed 
to the spike and made fast.

“How rapidly can the guage of the wheels be 
changed?” 

“One wheel press will press on the wheels 0 
from fifty toseventv-five cars a day. fur some 
years axles have been turned off in the rear ofthe 
wheel seat in contemplation of this change. A 
large number of cars that are now running on 
dished face wheels, will be all right as soon as 
the wheels are pressed back.”’ 

Still Making Rates. 

The differences that were discovered to ex- 
ist between the Cincinnati Southern and the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroads relative 
to western business out of the territory controlled 
by the southern passenger committee and into 
Texas, have beeu settled so far as rates from Chat- 
tanooga are concerned. The rate agreed upon 
shows an _ increase on first Class rates 
by the addition of the difference between the ol 
emigrant rates from Chattanooga to Mississippi 
river basing points, and the first-class rates be- 
tween the same points. Rates have also been 
agreed upon from Meridian and Selma to Texas 
points, and other rates will be taken up in succes- 
sion with all other points. 


Foreclosing a Railroad Mortgage, 

PHILADELPHIA, February 3.—The Record, 
tomorrow, will say:

een scoured for some trace of their identity, and 
though the bodies have been viewed by hundreds, 
no one knowsthem. They have not yet been rec- 
ognized as the men who attempted to burglarize 
Hamby’s store, and the impression is gaining 
ground that undue haste was exercised by theoffi- 
cials, and a double murder was perpetrated in con- 
sequence. 


MADE INSANE BY STRIKERS. 


A YPitiable Story From a Strike of Last Sum- 
mere 


SPRINGFIED, Ill., February 3.—One of the 
saddest results of the Wabash shop strikes of ‘last 
summer came to ight teday; in the finding of a lit- 
tle ten-year-old danghter of Pressley °Saunders 
insane by the county court. It appeared in 
evidence that Saunders refused to join the strikers 
at the time of the trouble--between them and the 
Wabash Com y, and that a numberof men who 
had quit work assaulted Saunders in the presence 
of his family.. This act of violence so excited his 
little daughter that itthrew her into convulsions, 
from- which she never recovered. She was ad- 
judged insane today, and will be sent to the asylum 
at Jacksonville. iis is the second case of insani- 
ty resulting from the Wabash strikes in this city. 


A Collision in North River, 

New York, February 3.—This evening the 
tugboat Blanche Kate, while towing a railroad 
float up North river, ran into a rowboat attached 
to the Austrian corvette Donaur, lying off the foot 
or West Twenty-sixth street.

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THE MURDER OF CRAW FORD. 


The Mexican Officer Makes His Report of the 
Affair. 

kn Paso, Tex., February 3.—The report of 
the officer in command of the Mexican troops 
who attacked Captain Emmett Crawford’s com- 
mand of United States troops while the ’ latter 
were surrounding the company of Geronimo, 
the renegade Apache chief, about fifty milés 
southwest of Narcori, Mexico, is published in 
the Estado Di Chihuahua, which reached here \ 
today. The report says: 

“On January lith we combatted a great number 
of tame and wild Indians, probably over 200, led 
by foreign (United States) sicers. and over twenty 
soldiers. They displayed not a sign of legality, as 
was evinced as much by their strategy as by the 
animals which they had, and whichI hold to 
prove that they were stolen.”’ 

The report is dated from Doloc’s mining 
camp, January 20, and signed “Perez.” It’s 
believed-that the animals referred to in the 
report are those captured from the Indians, 
which the latter had probably stolen. Four

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DAKOTA STILL INDIAN GROUND. 


Discovery that the Title Has Never Passed 
from the Braves. 

ivron, Dak., February 3.—The commis- 
sioner of the general land office has made the 
startisng discovery that the Indian title to about 
ten million acres of land in North Dakota has not 
been extinguished, despite Secretary Teller’s order 
in October, 1884, opening these lands, and ,their 
subsequent settlement by the in- 
habitants of whiat may comprise 
fourteen counties, most of which is organized, and 
which contains 20,000 people. The Devil’s lake 
section, the Turtle mountain district and the 
Mouse riverregion, now attracting somuch imigra- 
tion, are included within this area, which, accord- 
ing to Commissioner Sparks, has been unlawfully 
entered as public land. Under date of January 
25th, Sparks writesto the surveyor-general of Da- 
kota suspending ail contracts made for su.veys in 
the above described section, which Sparks regards 
as the reservation ofthe Turtle mountain band of 
Cheppewa Indians,

The ordingnce 
rescinding the ordinance authorizing belgian 
block work on West Peachtree street was 
taken from the table and, atter a disc nasion, 
was coneurred, as also was the ordinance 
granting the Atlanta. Street Car company per- 
mission to construct itstrack down North ave- 
nue from Peachtree to the baseball park. The 
board discussed the contemplated contract 
with the chamber of commerce for the 
three floors of the building. The committee 
cn public buildings and grounds recommend- 
ed that the contract be signed at $3,600, and 
Mr. Mitchel), of the second ward, moved that 
The council 
by a vote referred the recommendation of the 
public’ buildings and grounds committee and 
adopted the motion of Mr. Mitchell. The 
bogid. however, after considering both propo- 
sitions, reversed the action of thecouncil by 
repudiating Mr.:Mitchell’s motion and adopt- 
ing the committee’s recommendation. 

Subsequent to the adjonrnment of the board, 
Mr. Bell, who is chairman of the committee on 
public buildings and grounds, and who has 
given the proposed lease a eareful study, said: 

“Four thousand dollars is too much by long 
odds. In fact 33,600 is a big figure. You see it 
will take $2,000 to fix the third floor up f® a 
council chamber. Now add that $2,000 to the 
$4,060 rent per year, and when the five years’ 
lease has expired, the city will have paid the 
‘ ham ber of commerce $22,000.”

Mr. Levi C. Wells Wants the Hospital Moved 
Efe Sues the City. 

Levi C. Wells brings suit against the city for 
five thousand dollars damages. 

lt appears that Mr. Wells is the owner of a 
certain tract of land in the fourteenth district 
of Fulton county, located near the smallpox 
hospital or pest house and quarantine camp3. 
The land covers fourteen or more acres, and 
bas been used by him as a market 
yarden. The smallpox hospital is with- 
in fifty yards of Mr. Wells’s prop- 
erty. During the smallpox epidemic the 
city caused the bedding : 
hung on the fence enclosing Mr. Well’s prop- 
erty. The city also caused about sixty-five 


persons who had died at the hospital to be | 


buried very near the fence and land of the pe- 

titioner. These bodies have remained there 

undisturbed ever’ since. Three familics who 
lived a short distance from = the 
hospital and camps caught the 
emallpox and several members died from said 
disease which the city allowed to exist at the 
places stated.

ARMSTRONG’S TRIAL. 


THE ARGUMENT CONCLUDED AND 
EVIDENCE BEING CONSIDERED. 


The Court Reviewing the Evidence and Tryisg to 
Determine Whether Dr. Armstrong is Guilty 
of the Charges Brought Against Him— 
The Trial to Resume this Morning. 


One week ago yesterday the ecclesiastical 
court convened in session for the purpose of 
trying Rev. Dr. J. G. Armstrong, charged with 
conduct unbecomiag a minister. 

The evidence was all in by Tuesday, and 
and the argument began. Both the prosecu- 
tion and the defense contested every inch of

spoke for more than five hours, 
ment was concluded yesterday afternoon at 
half past two ovclock, and the 
court at once took the  »@yidence 
under consideration. A stenograph porter 
has taken down every syllable of evidence, 
and he was instructed by the court to employ 
assistance to write it out so that there would 
be no trouble in finding any part of the evi- 
dence they might desire to refer to during 
their deliberations. 

Last night the court held asession from 
seven to ten o'clock. What was done is not 
known, there being no one present except the 
five en whoare to say whether Dr. 
Armstrong is guilty or innocent, 

After the session last night a CoNsTITUTION 
man met Rev. Dr. Hunter, president of the 
court, at the Markham house, and in reply to 
a question, the doctor said: 

“T snppose there is nothing wrong in saying 
that the court has not yet concluded their de- 
liberations.”’ 

“How long before you will?’ asked the re- 

iorter. 

“I think we will arrive at a cotiygion to- 

morrow, and our decision will be given to the 

bishop. Of course what we do will‘ not be 

made public; that will be left for the bishoy.” 
“The trial bas been a long one,” 

“Yes, sir: and if Dr. Armstrong should be 
found guilty, no one can say that he has not 
had a fair trial. In every particular the trial 
has been a fair one.” 

“Will the evidence and argument be printed 
in book form?” 

“IT cannot say. That is a matter for the 
bishop to decide upon, but I think it probable 
that it will.” 

The court meets again this morning at 9 
o'clock in the chapel.

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THE CONVICT’S FROZEN FEET. 


Bud Williams to be Taken to the Medical 
College and the Knife Used. 

Bud Williams’s foot was not amputated yes- 
terday. 

It will be chopped off tomorrow, however. 

Early yesterday Dr. Boring called to see the 
convict and found him suffering imtensely. 
Williams had read the story printed in THE 
CONSTIUTION and for the first time realized 
that he would lose one, maybe both, feet. Ev- 
ery time Dr. Boring mentioned amputation to 
the convict he opposed it SO 
strenuously that he had begnn to think that he 
would have his own way. When he read the 
decision of Dr. Boring and Dr. Ridly, Wil- 
liams went into convulsions and when Dr. 
Boring called he found the convict so neryous 
and broken up that a gentle touch provoked a 
cry of pain. Williams begged long and hard 
for the foot. Dr. Boring tried to show the 
convict that he would die unless the foot was 
removed, 

“Thenflet me die.’’ said th econvict, “I had 
rather die with two feet than to live with 
one.” 

The amputation would have taken place yes- 
terday but for the damp, disagreeable weather. 
The physicians have decided to remove Wil- 
liams to the college where he can receive every 
necessary attention, and remove the foot there. 
The weather yesterday was not favorable to 
his removal and the convict was permitted to 
sleep with his foot another night. If the 
weather is favorable Wilhams = will 
be moved today and the am- 
putation will take place tomorrow. In 
the meantime Williams’s feet are growing 
worse, The fiesh is leaving the bones rapidly. 
and the bones are pulling apart. Lust night 
about dark another toe dropped from his right 
foot.

MOORPE’S IRISH HARP. 


How W. J. Scanlan's Manager Persuaded Mr. 
Childs to Permit a Photograph of It. 
From the New York Mercury. 

Of the thoussnds of rare, | eautifal and 
unique pieces of bric-a-brac and virtu with which 
George W. Childs’s Queen Anne private office in the 
Ledger building is crowded, one of the most inter- 
esting is the Irish Poet Moore’s harp. It res's ona 
black ebony stand, on which is carved: ‘“‘The Poet 
Moore’s Irish Harp.’’ The instrument is covered 
with a glass case and oceupies the most prominent 
place on Mr. Childs’s writing-table. It is a 
curious Itttle harp, unlike any ever seen iu 
this country before. Itisonly twenty-one inches 
in height and has but fifteen strings, and three of 
these are broken. It is what is known as the knee 
harp. Itis soft in tone and of exquisite sweetness, 
It is painted a delicate green and about the edges 
are inlaid gold leaves representing the shamrock 
A broad band of green sifk is fastened tothe back, 
which was used to sapport the instrument while 
being played by the poet. © This little harp was 
Thomas Moore's consiant companion. What be- 
came of it immediately afier the poet's death is not 
kuown, but it subsequently came into the posses- 
sion of Mr. and Mr. Hall and was part of their gift 
to Mr. Childsof their wealth of literary relics. Itisa 
relic as much prized by Mr. Childs asany one of the 
thorsands in his possession. Among other me- 
mentoes of the poet in his possession is Moore's 
family Bible and the gown in which he was grad- 
uated at Trinity college, Dublin. The little harp 
has been viewed by hundreds of Irishmen and 
scores of distinguished foreigners. Many enter- 
prising photographers and magazine publishers 
have tried in vain to induce Mr. Childs to allow 
them to photograph the harp for the purpose of 
selling copies. He has held the relic so sacredthat 
he did not wish it to betome common by having 
photographs of it scattered throughout the coun- 
iry. It remained for the persistent, indefati 
cable theatrical manager to shake this 
resolution. When W. J. Scanlan the 
Irish comedian played inthis city last vear his 
manager, Augustus Vitou, learned that the poet's 
harp was in the possession of Mr. Childs. He im 
mediately conceived the idea of having it photo- 
graphed and turning it to the good account of 
himself andthe actor. At the same time he learn- 
ed of itsowner’s determination to allow nothing 
of the kind tobe done, wut a little obstacle 
like that doesn’t deter a_ theatrical man- 
aeer from going ahead, Mr. Pitou 
first armed himself with letters of introduction 
to Mr. Childs and made a personal assault on his 
determination. He was repulsed and left with the 
¢mphatic assurance that he could not have the 
harp photographed. The manager smiled, went to 
New York and renewed his attack through the 
mails. After a seige of several months he effected 
a slight breach in the determination. He speedily 
followed up this advantage with another personal 
attack. At last Mr. Childs said; 

‘There are three «ualities that I aamfrein aman 
and these are ‘enterprise,’ ‘energy,’ and ‘persever- 
ance.’ You seem to possess all three in an emie 
nent degree, and I don’t see any alternative but to 
grant your request.”’ 

The battle won, the manager lost no time in ap- 
propriating the spoils. He took the instrument 
immediately to Gutekunst, the photographer, and 
inside-of half an hour had it posed in front. of the 
camera. Twocopies were taken, one about 18x24 
incbes and the other about 5xSinches. From these 
prototypes were made by the thousand, and these 
will be distributed during Mr. Seanlan's tour 
through the country.
